Olives Made “Safe”. 
IX containers of ripe olives out of the 
one hundred and eighty million shipped 


might make a new horror yarn to scare and 
‘thrill his readers. 

Well, the olive men have come back, and 
they have come back strong. No more 
taking chances for them, even though it be | 
only a one-to-thirty-million shot. From the 
day the vicious and wildly distorted reports 
of the Detroit poisonings were spread on 
the pages of the faking newspapers that 
started the alarm the olive growers and 
packers were resolved that their industry 
should henceforth be made safer than safe 
as far as all human experience with canned 
products to that date had gone, if such a 
thing were possible. The result of thet de- 
cision is the new ruling by the California 
State Board of Health that ripe olives shall 
be deemed “adulterated” within the mean- 
ing <f the California Pure Foods Act unless 
they shall have been sterilized at a tem- 
perature of 240 deg. Fahrenheit for a period 
of not less than forty minutes. The Board 
of Health’s action was taken at the in- 
stance of a special board of investigation 
composed of eminent scientists and em- 
ployed by the California Olive Association 
and the National Canners’ Association. 
These scientists had demonstrated by the 
most exhaustive investigation that the dead- 
ly organisms found in the six containers in

sters die from no apparent cause between 
weaning ‘time and two months of age. The 
dying off of young stock is one of the large 
/ problems of rabbit keeping. 


After a doe gives birth to cight seemingly 
husky youngsters, and manages to success 
fully nurse all of them to weaning time, and 
the weanlings begin to eat heartily and 
thrive, the rabbit raiser can be excused for 
a few burning thoughts when he finds two 
or three dead some morning. The frst 
week or two after weaning, the young seem 
to be in thrifty condition, but some die sud- 
denly, or get the “slobbers,” a running at 
the mouth, and rabbits thus affected dwin- 
dle away into skeletons until they die... Or 
they may develop cramps, lie on their sides 
and kick violently until they die, with the 
head drawn back over the shoulder. These

bit Keepers are “stumped” by this trouble. 

There are two answers to this condition: 
either bad food has caused indigestion, or 
the stock is inherently weak, and lacks vi- 
tality. The last-named condition is by far 
the most common, and is only remedied by 
the selection of stronger breeding stock. 

VITALITY ESSENTIAL. 
The modern tendency is to breed to rapid- 


ly-growing, prolific stock, and in the desire 


| to produce more meat, and rabbits which 


will grow more rapidly, the paramount con- 
sideration, vitality, is sometimes lost sight 
of. The trouble of the young dying off is 
more common this year than it was last 
year. All classes of rabbit raisers, from the 
big breeders with hundreds of animals, to 
the back-yard raiser with a hutch of ani- 
mals, feel the trouble this year. 

The cause of this dying off goes back of 
the rabbit's birth. Poor blood will not 
make healthy, vigorous rabbits. The young 
rabbits simply lack the vitality to carry 
them through to maturity. And breeders 
p> Mb only themselves to blame for this con- 


Infantile mortality, when not caused by 
stomach disorders or‘other disease, is 
caused by wrong breeding, either inbreed- 
ing or overbreeding, and breeding for too 
large litters. It is a great mistake to follow 
inbreeding in raising rabbits, and novices 
should especially bear this in mind. The 
rabbit raiser who does not keep records of 
breeding and birth is very liable to inbreed. 
The only thing to do is to get a record 
book as soon as possible, name and number 


tent. There are some persons who believe 
that a rabbit can raise any number of lit- 
ters a year under any possible conditions, 
but they are making a sad mistake. The 
doe must recover properly from raising a 
litter before she is bred again, or she will 
lose her vitality, and her young will not be 
vigorous. Let the doe rest for a few weeks 
after the rabbits are and you will

KNOW THE ANIMALS. 
Another source of lack of vitality in the 


doe and young is to allow the doe to raise 
too large litters. Under natural conditions 
the doe gives birth to a large family, eight 
or ten young, but half of these or more die 
when they become prey to many animals, 
and the doe finally has only enough to nurse 
properly to weaning time. This is nature's 
way to improve the race of rabbits, and pre- 
Vent the animals from becoming a nuisance 
to cultivated fiélds and orchards. But, when 
bred under prevailing hutch conditions, man 
must step in and take nature’s place in the 
control of litters. No doe can raise more 
than six or seven young and retain her vi- 
tality, and the extra young should either be 
given to a nurse doe, or( if one is not avail- 
able, they should be destroyed, that the 
others may live and prosper. The doe may 
raise the eight or nine little ones, it is true. 
but the animals thus raised will almest in- 
variably be found to be lacking in vitality. 
Scientific breeders who are raising founda- 
tion stock seldom allow the doe to raise 
more than four young. But ignorant per- 
sons will even advertise that their does 
will raise eight to ten young. 

The real leseon to be drawn from this is: 
Never buy breeding stock from inexpert- 
enced or unscrupulous breeders. It is a mis- 
take to buy a doe or a buck from a hutch 
or a rabbitry without knowing the sire and 
dam, knowing how many animals were in

A T A TIME when cotton is taking its 


field crops in California and when 
pickers are busy gathering a yield of 40 per 
cent greater than any other ever raised in 
the State, two important meetings, held in 
Los Angeles, have resulted in the formation 
of the Cotton League of the Southwest, and 
in strengthening the quarantine against 
cotton, cottonseed and cotton materials 
from other States and Lower California. 
At the call of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, on September 14 and 15, meet- 
ings of men closely connected with the 
cotton industry of the Southwest resulted 
in the formation of the league. This imme- 
diately followed a meeting of State De- 
partment of Agriculture officials and cot- 
ton men at the Union League Building, at 
which it was determined, after much dis- 
cussion, to intensify the fight against the 
cotton boll weevil and the pink boll worm, 
which have so devastated the fields in the 
Southern States and from the ravages of

regulations covering cotton and cottonseed 
and their by-products and to. co-ordinate 
the efforts of the authorities of the States 
of California and Arizona and Lower Cali- 
fornia in Mexico in keeping the cotton 
areas in these States frée from the cotton 
boll weevil, the pink boll worm of cotton 
and all other cotton pests. Measures even 
more drastic than those now in effect for 
maintaining this freedom were drafted and 
adopted at this public hearing. At the 
same time the regulations now enforced 
by the three States mentioned were made 
to harmonize, so that the work and the 
rules will be uniform. ' 

Cottonseed and seed cotton from all 
| States where the boll weevil or the pink 
boll worm are known to exist are prohibited 
entry to California, Arizona and Lower Cal- 
ifornia. All other cotton and cottonseed 
products are admitted only when comply- 
ing with regulatory measures. While New 
Mexico is not known to be infested with 
either the cotton boll weevil or the pink 
boll worm, no protective measures are being 
taken by that State, and consequently cot- 
ton products grown there are placed in the 
same category as cotton products from 
States actually infested. If New Mexico 
takes proper measures for her own and 
her neighbors’ protection it is possible the 
restrictions may be modified in her case 
in the future. 

RAISING PURE COTTON SEED. 

Among questions pertaining to every 
phase of the cotton industry, from the plant- 
ing of the seed to the ginning of the cot- 
ton, which were discussed, was 
the development of a source of supply of 
pure cotton seed, which measure would 
tend to eliminate the desire to import seed 
from States where the boll weevil and the 
pink boll worm now exist.

Early 
in September the writer counted from 170 
to 500 well-developed bolls on single plants.

ALFALFA THRIP NOW 
ATTACKING COTTON. 


LINDSAY.—Dr. P. A. Boncquet, Tulare 
county pathologist, reports that within the 
last few weeks several local cotton grow- | 
ers have called his attention to the seem- 
ingly mysterious drop of the leaves of cot- 
ton. Investigation, he says, reveals that the 
drop is causdi by alfalfa thrip which, as a 


little insect in the nymph stage, is a vora- 
cious feeder. It punctures the cells of the 
plant and these soon dry out and die. Eges 
are laid on the plant while the insect is still 
small. Within a few weeks the eggs hatch 
and larvae feed on the leaves. As the 
nymph grows it resembles the red spider 
and sometimes is taken for it. In the later 
stages of its development it flies to other 
leaves, lays eggs and the work of destruc- 
tion begins again. Like the orange thrip, 
it breeds continuously and consequently 
must be killed continuously. 

Strong nicotine dust is recommended by 
Dr. Boncquet as perhaps the best insecticide 
to be used in exterminating this pest. He 
advises free use of it in the fields. He dis- 
approves the idea that the insect may have 
been introduced by some seed. The same 
pest, he ‘says, is to be found working on 
beans, and on different weeds, so the fact 
that the disease seems to be localized to 
only a few fields seems to be only acci- 
dental.

SAN BERNARDINO. — County Horticul- 
tural Commissioner J. P; Coy reports that 
the activities of his office at this time have 


largely to do with spraying and the eradi- 
cation of the Russian Thistle which, in 
some localities having a good deal of waste 
land—land owtéd “nonresidents or 
farmed only to grain, is a rather serious 
nufsance. The spraying is princtpally for 
the coddling moth on apples, and for scale 
on citrus trees. 


Mr. Coy states that, as a general thing. 
enltivated fields are not very largely infest- 
ed hw the thistle and that such infestation 
is largety due to the seed scattered from un- 
enittvated lands. He states that in most 
nlaces where he has notified the nonrest- 
dent owners that they must clean up they 
have done so without very much trouble. 
The commisstoner also says that since farm 
produets have been brineine better prices, 
more persons are double-cropping and so 
destroying the thistles by~ cnitivation. 
Where once only barley was raised, for ex- 


crop of beans or potatoes. or some other 
crop that keeps the land under cnitivation 
the greater part of the year. In this way 
from year to year the thistle crop grows 
apvrectably less.

ORCHARDISTS TO WAR 
ON ARGENTINE ANTS. | 


ered recently at the Grand Terrace School 
two miles out of Colton to enjoy 
picnic lunch to to a 
discussion on the eradiction of the Arren- 
tine ant. Dr. D. S. Fox, Farm Adviser of 
San Bernardino county, conducted the nieet- 
ing, being assisted by the local farm cen- 
ter director, George Gallivan. 

It appears that through the intense ac- 
tivities of the ant there is getting to be soft 
brown scale on a large percentage of the 
trees in the Grand Terrace tract. The ant 
destroys the natural enemies of the scale.. 
permitting this pest to flourish unless hin- 
dered by spraying. which has been found 
to be more expensive than fighting the in- 
sect itself. 

A. D. Borden, Federal expert now sta- 
tioned at Alhambra, was one of the main 
speakers of the evening and told of his 
work in the orchards of Uplands. He said 
he was sent to Upland in. 1917 and that his 
demonstration tract contained 630 acres. In 
two years’ time, he said, he had. by follow- 
ing Department. of Agriculture methods, 
completely eradicated the ants from 450 
acres and so thinned them out on the rest 
as to temporarily curtafl their capacity to 
do harm of commercial importance. 

The poison with which the ants are being 
destroyed consists of a mixture of sugar 
syrup poisoned by sodium arsenite and 
having honey added as an attraction. This 
deadly lure is placed in tin cans in the lower 


possible. The ants go after it eagerly, eat- 
ing of it and carrying it back to the nests, 
where it poisons the queen and the brood. 
This, Mr. Borden said, very soon makes ef- 
fective inroads in the ant colonfes. 

A special farm center committee reported 

that a large amount of the poison had been 
ordered for the growers and that the cost of 
it would be less than 5. cents per can, with 
one can used to a tree. Mr. Borden sue. 
gested that the projected campaign be start- 
ed early in October. Where the ants have 
infested only a few rows of trees in an or- 
chard, the Federal agent advised placing 
the cans of poison in the trees of one row 
beyond where the infestation begins. 
H. M. Castle, a leading grower, stated that 
the farmers who live in the Grand Terrace 
community are ready 100 per cent strong to 
carry out the campaign and said that 95 per 
cent of the land belongs to the residents. 
He declared, however, that the remaining 5 
per cent, which belongs to nonresidents. 
could nullify all the good work of the. resi- 
dents if it were not taken care of. Hortt- 
cultural Commissioner Coy pledged that his 
office would be responsible for the cleaning 
up of the other 5 per cant. The materials

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‘CONCRETE FEEDING 
FLOORS SAVE MONEY. 


The high prices of foodstuffs have turned 

farmer's attention to means whereby 
the cost of feeding grain to hogs may be 
Gecreased. It has been found that there is 
@ saving when grain is fed on a properly 
constructed feeding floor. Old plank or 
wood floors are not desirable, as they fur- 


. @ish harborage for rats and mice. Concrete 


feeding floors do not have this objection. 
They also are an aid in the conservation of 
gma and in the sanitation of the feed 

The site of the feeding floor should be 
well drained and situated conveniently with 
respect to the feed supply, water, barns 
and lots. The floor should be graded of 
sloped so that manure washings may be 
caught and carried by means of gutters to 
@ watertight concrete manure pit. 

The methods of constructing the -severa! 
king “of concrete feeding floors for cattle, 
hogs and sheep are quite similar. The 
structure should be made 5 inches thick. 
In constructing feeding floors for hogs, the 
concrete apron around the edge should 
extend deep enough into the ground so that 
hog wallows will not undermine the floor 
and cause it to break off. 


Sand for concrete should be clean and 


phould have grains grading in size from 
fine to coarse. With dirty sand no amount 
of cement will make strong concrete. Bank- 
Tum gravel, just dug from the pit or taken 
from the stream bed, seldom runs even 
and rarely has the right proportion of sand 
and pebbles for making the best concrete. 
The mixture most suitable has one part 
sand and two parts gravel, measured by 
volume, in which all sizes passing through 
quarter-inch screen are considered sand. 
there is generallygtoo much sand for the 
gravel, it is advisable to separate the sand 
from the gravel and later remix them in 
per proportion. For concrete feeding 
rs no pebbles larger than one inck 
hould be used. | 
A fairly rich mixture makes the best con- 
erete floor. A good mixture consists of one 
part Portland cement, two and one-half 
sand, and five parts screened gravel 
or shed rock. One bag of cement may be 
considered as holding one cubic foot of loose 
cement. This is a convenience in measur- 
ing the proper proportions as the cubic foot 
may be used as a unit in measuring the 
aggregate. 
In mixing the concrete. the cement, sand 
and gravel should be thoroughly mixed in 


4; dry state until the mass fs of unfform 
color. 


Just enough water then should be 
added so that a small amount of water 
will appear at the top when the concrete 
is well tamped in place. 

Proper curing of the floor is as impor 
tant as thorough mixing of the cvuucrete. 
In hot weather each newly laid section 
should be shaded from the sun for three 
days. Im any season, as soon as the con- 
crete has set up so that water will not wash 
out the cement, the new concrete should be 
sprinkled and kept wet for forty-eight hours, 
Thereafter it should be flooded with wa- 
ter morning and noon for a week. Alt the 
end of that time the floor may be used for 
feeding, but heavily loaded wagons should

not be allowed upon it for at least one 
month, nor should loose animals be per- 
mitted on its surface. 


The cost of a concrete floor is dependent 
upon so many conditions that no reliable 
estimate can be given. The price of mate 
tials and labor vary considerably in differ- 
ent sections. On many farms sand and 
gravel can be easily obtained from a wash 
or gravel bank, while in other instances it 
must be hauled some distance. 

Full details and instructions for building 
concrete feeding floors are found in Farm- 
érs’ Bulletin No. 481—Concrete on the Live- 
stock Farm. This bulletin also contains 
other suggestions of interest to the live-stock 
farmer.

Then when you come here for a loan you 
could produce a sheet of paper and say, 
‘Here's what I've got, here’s what I owe 
and here’s what I'd have in cash if I sold 
out tomorrow.’ As it is, I'm afraid I can't 


let you have the money until I have this — 
information.” 


Some such conversation takes place in 
hundreds of towns every day, according to 
specialists of the Office of Farm Manage- 
ment and Farm Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. Of course, farm- 
ers are very busy men. They haven't the 
time to study complicated accounting meth. 


ods. But, according to the Federal special - 


ists, once the principles of book-keeping are 
understood and all farm conditions studied, 
a simple system of book-keeping can be de- 
veloped to meet the farmer's needs. 

The foundation of any set of books is an 
inventory showing the farmer’s assets and 
liabilities. The assets include real estate, 
live stock, machinery and tools, produce, 
feed and supplies, cash on hand and in 
bank and accounts receivable at the date 
the inventory is taken. Each item under 
these headings should be listed separately. 
Real estate should be valued at what it can 
be sold for under normal conditions; live- 
stock feed and farm produce at market 
prices, less cost of marketing; farm sup- 
plies at cost; machinery and tools at a 
price allowing for annual depreciation. The 
liabilities should include mortgages, notes 
and accounts payable. The sum of the Iia- 
bilities deducted from the total assets will 
show the farmer’s net worth. 

While an inventory is generally the first 
thing a banker asks for when making a 
loan, he also wants to know the sources of 
income. By going just a little further tho 
farmer can keep records that will enable 
him to know his profits and losses. This 
requires a classification of accounts in 
which certain principles should be followed 
The precise classification to be used is de- 
termined by the prevailing conditions on the 
farm in question.

An important development in the grow- 


was the raising of many hundred tons as 
an intercrop. In many districts contiguous 
to this city owners of young citrus and 
walnut groves raised pimientos and green 
chili peppers between the tree rows. In the 
case of citrus trees, five rows of peppers 
are grown between the trees, leaving a 
space of eight feet around the trees. 


The pepper growers have found that the 
crop does better on a rather heavy soil than 
on @ sandy loam, and the orchardists who 
have this quality of soil have been reward- 
ed with heavy crops. Most of the intercrop 
men have found that it pays best to sow 
the seed in the field and thin out, rather 
than to raise the seed in frames and trans- 
plant. The planting is done im April and 
late in June, the plants that are weeded 
out being placed in the spots where none 
have grown, thus getting an ideal stand. 
The peppers, too, get set back by trans- 
planting, and those which are allowed to 
stand In the field ripen from two to four 
weeks ahead of those which are. transplant- 
ed. The peppers continue to bear until 
frost puts an end to their career, usually 
about Thanksgiving. Sometimes, however. 
the peppers continue to grow until the 
Christmas ‘holidays, when the growers reap 
& Tich harvest, as. the demand for green 
peppers and fresh pimientos is greatest at 
that season. é 

Water_jis not allowed to touch the plants 
when irrigating, and the pimientos and oth- 
er peppers are set on ridges two feet across 
and about five inches high. The water As 
allowed to stand in the furrows for at least 
twelve hours, and subirrigation attends to 
the watering of the plants.

The California Cattlemen's Association 
has sent a letter to cattlemen’s associations 
in these States suggesting a conference ‘'n 
Salt Lake City on October 28, 29 and 30.

states: 

“Each season there is a scurry to the 
eastern and middle western markets of sur- 
plus cattle, and until now no concerted ef- 
fort has been made to gauge the demand 
and furnish the supply to more nearly ac- 
cord with it. 

“It is this thought which prompts the 
suggestion by the California Cattlemen's 
Association that a conference of all of the 
officers of the cattlemen's associations of 
the tvelve States mentioned be called with- 
in the near future to give consideration to 
-and if deemed practical act upon the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

“(1.) A plan of action whereby the -sea- 
sonal surplus supply of cattle from the va- 
rious States can be gauged. 

“(2.) The preparation of a schedule by 
which a more steady supply of cattle would 
enter the various eastern and middle west- 
ern markets. 

“(3.) National legislative matters per- 
taining particularly to Federal financial aid. 

“(4.) Enactment of State or Federal 
legislation toward the eradication of tuber- 
culosis in range cattle and the elimination 
of tubercular cattie entering our markets. 

“(5.) Action tending to withhold from 
prime cattle markets half-fat cattle and 


feeders. 
Prevention of -glutting other States 
with feeders. 

“(€7.) A.closer co-operation between the 
State associations with respect to feed and 
other conditions. 

“(8.) Effort to re-establish the branch 
officers of the United States Bureau of 
Markets. 

“(9.) Policy of a campaign heaving as its 
object stimulation of beef consumption.” 


UNSANITARY QUARTERS 
FOSTER ROUNDWORMS. 


. A roundworm of pigs, known as Ascaris 
suum, is held sesponsible not only for many 
deaths among swine but for a large pro- 
portion of the runts among these: animals. 
Development and perpetuation of the round- 
worms is fostered by badly drained and 
manure-covered hog lots, which are on this 
account dangerous to young pigs and not 
good for pigs of any age. 
Pees of the parasite may remain alive in 
soll for five years and even longer. Places 
occupied by pigs harboring the adult worms 
in their intestines will become badly in- 
fested with the eggs. Pigs farrowed and 
kept in such places are certain to pick up 
many of these eggs, and even suckling pigs 
are liable to swallow eggs present in dirt 
adhering to the teats of the sows. 
Federal investigations have proved that 
after the eggs have been swallowed and 
have hatched in the intestines the young 
worms do not immediately settle down, but 
penetrate the wall of the intestine and 
travel to the liver asd the lungs. From the 
lungs they crawl yp the windpipe and then 
ne. y ve passed through 
the fungs do they establish re in 
the intestine and grow to maturi

KNOWLEDGE of the market is essen- 
A tial if the fazmer is to organize and 
operate his business to best adva- 
tage.

| “DEMAND FOR CHOICE 


HAY IS INCREASING. 


Im the southern jart of the State the 
yield of alfalfa is in most parts better than 


last year, while in the nortilern port it is 
decidedly smaller, according to A. F. Thorn 
ton manager of the sales department of the 
Alfaifa Growers of California. The new 
acreage planted this year, he says, is 
smaller than the acreage plowed up and put 
to other crops. Taking the State as a 
whole, the total production is probably 
somewhat smaller than last year, raen it 
was materially below normal, he goncludes. 
According to the last government 

this year’s alfalfa production in the State is 
the smallest in over ten years. 

“Present unsold stocks in growers’ hands 
of hay intended for marketing,” Mr. Thorn- 
ton says, “are somewltlet larger than at this 
time last year in the southern part of the 
State, and about the same as last year in 
the northern part. Stecks in the hands of 
dealers and consumers are probably on the 
whole much lighter than at this time last 
year, mainly owing to the tightness of 
money and credit. 

“The conclusion would seem to be that a 
continued healthy demand for alfalfa is as- 
sured for the rest of the crop year and this, 
we hope and wish, without leading to uwun- 
reasonably high prices later on. Shipments 
of alfalfa hay from outside States into Cali- 
fornia have so far this year been insignifi- 
cant in volume. 

-“An outstanding feature of the situation, 
to which we have. repeatedly. called atten- 
tion. is that the demand for the choice 
grades of hay is increasing al Ithe time, far 
exceeding the supply, while the demand for 
the coarse and common grades has de- 
creased, with the result that the range of 
prices between the different grades is widen- 
ing steadily. We have had a steady mar- 


ket recently without any material change 


in prices. Receipts were in light and 
readily absorbed. 

“There were approximately 1200 tons of 
hay of all kinds received on the Los Angeles 
tracks the week ending September 11 and 
500 tons held over as against 700 tons the 
week before. Were 2082 tons re- 
ceived on the tracks in San Francisco as 
2256 tons week before . North- 
ern prices, were for No. 1 Dairy Alfalfa, $29: 
for Standard Dairy, $26; Yor Stock Alfalfa, 
$24. Southern prices wére, for Fancy Dairy, 
$30; for No. 1 Dairy Alfalfa, $85: for Stan 
ard Dairy, $29; for Stock Alfalfa, $25.

Likewise the best method for finding out a 
cow's producing qualities is by means of 
the scales and the Babcock test. The bulle- 
tin goes on to state that the difference be- 
tween a co-operative creamery and one 
operated by private capital is that private 
capital pays as small] a price for butter fat 
as it can and makes as large a dividend as 
possible on the capital. The cooperative 
makes a small dividend on capital or 
mone at all, and as large a return as 
possible on butter fat. A co-operative 
creamery’s shares, it says, should he owned 
by dairymen who furnish the butter fat that 
keeps the company in business. If each 
member holds shares in proportion to his 
number of cows, it is not necessary that a 
dividend be paid at all on capital, according 
to the bulletin, which adds that the Peta-

FINISHING CATTLE 
AT YOUNGER AGES, 


Feeders show an increasing tendency 
toward finishing. off their beef cattle 


First, 

are demanding small, high-quality cuts of 
meat; second, the cost of producing beef, 
due to advance in land values, feeds, la- 
bor, and taxes, has increased to such an 
extent that feeders can seldom hold their 
cattle to advanced ages at a profit. Gen- 
eral conditions in the past few years have 
indicated that no class of beef yet pro- 
duced more nearly fulfills the require- 
ments of both producer and consumer than 
baby beef, and the feeding of baby beeves 
has been increasing in popularity. 

In the early days of the cattle industry 
steers were kept on the range from three 
to five years of age. The use of better 
bulls with consequent improvement }% 
quality and early maturity of market cat- 
tle, together with heavier grain feeding, 
has made it possible to put just as much 
flesh on the animals by the time they are 
from ten to twenty months of age. With 
improvements in breeding and in feed-lot 
methods, heavier cattlie with more quall- 
ty may in time be put on the market at 
even a younger age. The precise age at 
which steers should be marketed depends 
upon several conditions which must be de- 
termined by the individual feeder.
